Housing suit goes to federal

EL CERRITO — A civil suit seek- 
ing to block construction of a hous- 
ing project for the elderly on proper- 
ty occupied by the El Cerrito Pre- 
School Cooperative has been trans- 
ferred from local to federal 
jurisdiction, resulting in a three- 
month delay. 

Attorneys for the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, 
one of the five defendants named in 
the pre-school’s suit to be moved to 
the U.S. District Court in San Fran- 
cisco. A federal court hearing has 
been set for April 13.

EL CERRITO — A state health 
service official says that this year 
California will develop much 
tougher restrictions and even out- 
right bans on the dumping of haz- 
ardous chemical wastes. 

Dr. David Storm, a chemist and 
the regional administrator of the 
Hazardous Materials Management 
Section of the California Depart- 
ment of Health Services in Berke- 
ley, said ‘there are many things we 
can do to turn off the spigot.” 

Storm, speaking here recently at 
a public forum on wastes sponsored 
by the El Cerrito Environmental 
Education Coalition, said the state

will require in the future that toxic 
wastes be treated and detoxified 
before they are buried in the 
ground. 

“California is in serious trouble 
with land dump sites,” he said. 

He said the danger posed by toxic 
wastes is ‘‘a fact of life’? adding that 
many such wastes are “‘too expen- 
sive to treat, recycle or recover.” 

“We’re looking into new tech- 
niques for dealing with wastes, such 
as incineration,” he said, ‘‘Right 
now we're trying to convince some 
cement companies to help us by 
burning wastes at very high tem- 
peratures in their kilns. 

Storm said a southern California 
firm is developing a reactor ‘‘that

’ sparked in the early 1970s by the mysterious death of some horses in Solano 


Dr. David Storm, regional administrator for the California Department 
of Health Services in Berkeley, said his department investigated the deaths 
at a ranch on the Carquinez Straits near Benicia and found the animals had 


died of lead poisoning. 


Local companies implicated were chemical plants in Selby and Antioch 
which produced toxic tetraethyl lead, he said. 

That incident led to the passage of AB 598, California’s Hazardous 
Waste Control Act, in 1972. The law was the first such legislation ‘‘in this 
hemisphere,” Storm said, and became the model for the federal Hazardous 
Waste Control Act passed by Congress in 1977. - 

He said the well-publicized health problems discovered near the chemi- 
cal waste dumps in Love Canal, N.Y., also were responsible for the recent 
flurry of federal and state legislation on waste control.

One of Storm's colleagues, Dr 
Raymond Neutra, an epidemiolo- 


gist, said that while in 1980 Califor- 
nia began actively looking for haz- 
ardous waste sites, in 1981 it will 
begin to study the health dangers 
and effects of those wastes on peo- 
ple who live near them. 

Neutra, who heads the newly- 
formed Environmental Toxins Epi- 
demiology Unit for the Department 
of Health Services, said that the 
outlook for funding his work is good 
this year because public concern 
over the location and effects of 
wastes is ‘‘fashionable.”’ 

He said his unit will work with 
counties to assess the health effects 
of wastes, establish a panel of per- 
sons who have been exposed to 
toxins and suffered health prob- 
lems, and provide training for 
health services personnel on the 
county and city levels. 

Storm said funding for his and 
Neutra’s work comes from the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency, 
from taxes and from user fees 
charged at chemical dump sites. 

Thomas Powers, a Contra Costa 
County supervisor, and Robert 
Campbell, a newly-elected member 
of the California Assembly from 
Contra Costa County, attended the © 
forum, said they were studying the | 
waste problem, and urged residents | 
to contact them about hazardous | 
waste matters. 

“The county is trying to develop 
ways of coordinating the control of 
wastes with local and state agen- 
cies,’ Powers said. ‘‘We’re urging

The cold, dank Union Station platforms swarmed 
ih southbound passengers.

ALBANY — The City of Albany has made a substan- 
tial commitment to provide pension benefits to its police 
and fire department employees. While the city will not 
have as much difficulty in meeting this commitment as 


those public agencies which have established ‘‘pay-as- 
you-go’’ pension systems, there is a substantial deferred ~ 


cost which must be met. Based on an actuarial study, 
performed for Albany in 1978, the current pension fund 
(together with future employer and employee contribu- 
tions to that fund of 9 percent of payroll each) will not be 
sufficient to meet the city’s commitment. The additional 
expense necessary to meet the city’s commitment often 
is referred to as the “unfunded pension liability.” 
Because Albany elected to join the State Public Em- 


Pension liability — 


ployee’s Retirement System (PERS) in June 1971, this 
unfunded commitment relates only to employees hired 
before that date. 


Albany is not waiting until the pension fund is ex- 
hausted to meet this unfunded liability, but is making 
annual payments to the pension fund in excess of the 9 
percent employer contribution, The amount of this ex- 
cess payment in the current fiscal year is $159,242, and 
this cost will increase to approximately $400,000 per year 
by 1994. This cost will not peal until after the year 2000, 
and will continue for approximately 60-years from the 
present. 

The amount of this cost is, in effect, paid directly 
from the general fund. Due to the fact that current tax 
revenue sources will not keep pace with increased costs 
due to inflation, there will be increasing demands on the 


general fund in coming years. Therefore, the Albany City 
Council is currently exploring alternative sources of rev- 


~ enue, including the possibility of meeting this unfunded 


liability from some other source. 


_ Ata public hearing on Jan, s, the city council listened 
to public comments and considered the following means 


’ of' meeting this liability; 1) Increasing the investment 


return from the pension fund; 2) Consolidating our pen- 
sion system with PERS by ‘‘buying-out"’ the current 
pension system; 3) Placing a special tax on the ballot; 4) 
Levying an ad valorem property tax based on section 37 
of the City Charter. ’ 

Although the pension fund commission currently i 
making efforts to increase the fund’s investment yield, 
this would make only a small reduction in the unfunded 
liability, since the current size of the fund is relatively 
small. It also appears that a “‘buy-out’’ of the current 
pension would be prohibitively expensive. Therefore, it 
appears that the only effective way to relieve the general 
fund of this obligation would be through a new tax. 

Due to the fact that the city’s obligation to meet this 
unfunded pension liability pre-dates Proposition 13, it 
appears that it is possible for the city council to impose 
an ad valorem property tax to meet this obligation. The 
amount of this new tax would be approximately 30 cents

ALBANY — The new head of Alta 
Bates Hospital at Albany thinks he 
has the best of both worlds. 

“It’s good to be a small operating 
unit, and this place is like one happy 
family,’ said Marty Brinckerhoff, 
who transferred to Albany in No- 
vember after five years at the hos- 
pital’s Berkeley site. 

At the same time, Brinckerhoff 
appreciates having the resources of 
the larger organization. 

“We can bring in spécialists, 
whether it’s for laboratory services 
or to fix the boiler,’’ he said. 

Brinckerhoff, who was the man- 
ager of the cardiology department, 
said that he had enjoyed his years in 
Berkeley, ‘‘but you can get lost ina 
big place.”’ 

Another advantage of his new po- 
sition, Brinckerhoff said, was that 
the opportunity to get to know the 
patients. Although Alta Bates at Al- 
bany is an acute care facility, most 
of its patients are in the long-term 
stroke rehabilitation program. 

Brinckerhoff, 30, used to teach 
school in Greenbrae. 

“I’m a results-oriented person, 
and it was hard to see tangible re- 


sults in terms of the kids’ progress,’” 


he said. 

“In hospital administration you 
get immediate feedback. If you're 
good, you make your own results,” 
he said. 

__ Nevertheless he was attracted to 
hospital work partly because of the 
things it shared with teaching. 

“The product is similar. I chose 
health care because it’s also a ser- 
vice,’’ he said. ‘I wouldn’t be happy 
selling life insurance or used 
cars.” 

Brinckerhoff sees Alta Bates at 
Albany as a place where people 
enjoy working. 

“T have a lot of control over that,” 
he said. “I like and do well at 
bringing people together.”’ 

One of his new challenges is keep- 
ing the nursing staff at an appropri-

ate level, 

“What kinds of things would make 
nurses want to work here?” he 
asked. ‘‘For example, each patient 
here has a program manager, and 
in many cases that’s a nurse, That's 
a plus here.” 

Brinckerhoff said his philosophy 
was to encourage employees to be 
open with their suggestions and de- 
sires. 

“It’s surprising what you can do 
when you give them the feeling that 
you're interested in their ideas,’’ he 
said. . 

Another of Brinckerhoff’s priori- 
ties is to keep his facility -well-inte- 
grated with Berkeley. 

“We can make decisions without 
so much red tape, but when it’s ap- 
propriate, we call for approval,’’ he 
said. 

He also expects to reevaluate the 
facility's use of space as well as to 
market and expand the hospital's 
outpatient serviges. 

“People in the community can get 
blood tests or X-rays here and not 
have to drive to Berkeley or Oak- 
land,”’ he said. 

Brinckerhoff’s been putting in 
some long days while he gets ad- 
justed, and that’s meant that his 
recreation — jogging, racquetball, 
tennis — has suffered a bit. 


“Long hours come with the terri- 
tory; in fact, a 10-hour day is stan- 
dard,” he said. 

Not that he’s complaining: 
‘“‘there’s some crazy administrators 
in Berkeley who work longer than 
that.” 


Referring to the parent hospital’s 
sometimes less-than-amicable rela- 
tions with its neighbors, Brincker- 
hoff is delighted with the friendli- 
ness around him. 

“Many of our nurses, live around 
here. There’s no commun:ty prob- 
lem with a hospital plopped in the 
middle of a residential area,’ he 
said, 

“We keep a low profile here and I 
felt welcomed.”

Love that fruit 


Sitting around the table, well-satisfied with the 
hearty meal which had ended with a winter fruit cup, we 
all commented on how fruits make a light dessert that 
adds just the right bit of sweetness at the end of a meal. 
As a matter of fact, we all agreed, fruits are simply mar- 
velous foods. 


Some form of fruit is always available and inexpen- 
sive. In addition to being colorful and tasty, fruit requires 


little preparation in return for the nutritional bonuses of: 


the minerals, vitamins, and fiber it delivers. 


Fruit combinations 
Salads of fruits are a tempting way to tease the taste 
buds. One of my favorite combinations is sections or 
slices of orange or grapefruit alternating with slices of 
avocado on a lettuce leaf. Paper-thin rings of red onion 
top the fruits and a light and very tart oil and vinegar 
dressing goes over all. 


Another of my favorite fruits, the papaya, is a deli- 
cious appetizer when served with a tissue-thin slice of 
' prosciutto (Italian ham). The papaya can be peeled and 
sliced and served in fruit combinations, but a more exot- 
ic way to use them is to serve halved, peeled papayas 
filled with shrimp salad. The golden yellow-orange color 
of the papaya is our clue that Vitamin A is high here. (It 
happens to be high in C, too.) 


A versatile, useful fruit 
Coming from tropical countries whose seasons are 
the reverse of ours, papayas add a bright summer note to 
our winter menus. Green papayas are the base for meat 
tenderizers with their high content of the enzyme papain.

A newcomer 

New Zealand has been sending us an interesting and 
unusual fruit called Kiwi. It is sometimes known as a Chi- 
nese Gooseberry and is deceptively unappetizing in ap- 
pearance. Fuzzy and dark green-on the outside, this 
egg-sized fruit is lovely bright green grape-like textured 
inside. It has a ring of tiny black dots and streaks ra- 
diating from its center, and when sliced, it makes the 
most ordinary fruit salad look special. 

The kiwi tastes like .... well ... a kiwi! Sometimes 
compared to a combination banana-strawberry-apricot 
flavor, it is really impossible to describe except to say it 
is mildly sweet and unusual. Nibble on a slice with your 
eyes closed and try to describe it. 

If you have never had one, try one. Kiwis are in the 
markets now for about 50 cents each. Be sure to choose 
one that has a gentle ‘‘give’’ when pressed, otherwise it 
isn’t ripe. 

Speaking of ripening 

I have a large clear plastic sphere that is a fruit ri- 
pening bow] and cover that was developed at UC-Davis in 
cooperation with the California Tree Fruit Association. 


Fruits ripen beautifully and uniformly when put into the 
bowl and kept out of the direct sun. 


For years these were sold in the supermarkets for a- 


few dollars. Suddenly somebody got smart and now 
they're in gourmet shops at three times the price. 
They’re still worth it, I feel, because they do work. 


Remember old favorites 

Remember how good baked apples are? Fill the hol- 
lowed core with chopped raisins and nuts and a bit of 
sugar and cinnamon and bake in one inch of cranberry 
juice cocktail.’ 

Try poaching pears in a sugar syrup (one-half cup 
water and one-half cup sugar) with one cup of dry red 
wine. Garnish with grated orange peel and a blob of 
whipped cream. 

__ Or, cover peeled standing pears in deep saiicepan 
with a syrup made by boiling three cups water, one-half 
cup honey and the juice of a lemon. If the pears aren't 
covered, add some more water. Put in a stick of cinna- 
mon and three or four whole cloves and simmer until the 
pears are tender. Drain and stand them upright in a 
serving dish. Take the cinnamon-and cloves out of the 
syrup and boil it until it is reduced to about one cup. Add 
some coarsely chopped walnuts, pour it all over the 
pears, and top with heavy cream. Wow! That will start 
the after-dinner conversation,

Last year the council voted to set 
the 7.5 percent rate after the Rich- 
mond-based Bay Cities won a one- 
year contract with the university. In 
the past the Village, which is within 
the Albany borders, used the same 
refuse company that serves the en- 
tire city through a franchise agree- 
ment. 

The city and Oakland Scavenger 
Co., the present citywide franchise 
holder, protested the new arrange- 
ment, but took no legal action. The 
change, however, meant that Al- 
bany would lose its franchise fees 
with Oakland Scavenger for the Uni- 
versity Village portion of its reve- 
nues unless the council adopted a 
business license tax to compen- 
sate. 

Oakland Scavenger had agreed to 
pay 7.5 percent of its gross revenues 
as its franchise fee, so the city 
adopted an ordinance setting the 
same amount in a business license 
fee for Bay Cities. 

Bianchi said Monday that the 
charge was unfair because Bay 
Cities has only a one-year contract, 
but Oakland Scavenger, with a 25- 
year contract and an option to 
renew for 10 years, can better afford 
the charge. 

He said the license tax would cost 


Bay Cities about $5,700 out of its’ 


gross revenue of $76,000 this year. 
The contract began last fall. 

Bianchi also said the charge 
would probably qualify as a special 
tax under the provisions of Proposi- 
tion 13 and therefore would proba- 
bly be illegal because it was not ap- 
proved by the voters. 

He called it ‘‘discriminatory and 
unequal,” and charged that the city 
had followed none of the procedures 
required under the state’s Environ- 
mental Quality Act. 

Albany City Attorney Robert 
Zweben said the city considers the 
charge part of its “existing tax 
structure” and not a new tax. 

Stephen Radkey, an Albany resi- 
dent, said the length of contract 
made no difference because Bay 
Cities could renew its one-year 
agreement 35 times over. Many 
temporary businesses pay license 
fees, he said. 

Bianchi aruged that the city spent 
very little monitoring the collection 
service and the charge of 7.5 per- 
cent was inconsistent with the cost. 
A more reasonable charge would be 
$500, he said, but the company was 
ready to negotiate. "

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Inheritance tax cuts in effect immediately 


Substantial reductions in 
the state’s inheritance tax 
will occur under terms of a 
new law affecting the es- 
tates for persons who die on 
or after Jan. 1, 1981. 

The major effect on the 
tax relief will be on those 
estates in which there is a 
surviving widow or widow- 
er. Those surviving will be 
completely exempted from 
the inheritance tax, ac- 
cording to the State Con- 
troller’s Office. 

Other heirs and benefi- 
ciaries will have exemp- 
tions from the tax lifted 
from 333 percent to 1000 
percent from 1980 levels. 
Additionally the inherit- 
ance tax could be comple- 
tely lifted on the first $500,- 
000 in value of family- 
owned farms and_busin-
